BACKYARD GARDENER 


Late summer is the season in 
which.hay fever victims suffer 
most. This is because many 
plants are nearing the end of 
their life for the year and 
are producing pollen in quan- 
tity to ihsure seed for next 
year’s generations. 

The pollen of many different 
plants causes the discomforts 
of hay fever. Some people are 
allergic to one pollen, others 
are allergic to different 
pollens. The plants to blame 
are not always weeds nor are 
they always the herbaceous 
plants. 

Roses, pines, elms and birches 
are common causes of hay fever 
irritations. These pollens are 
produced earlier in the season. 
Grasses of many types,each in 
their season, give off clouds 
of pollen that is carried by 
the wind. This is probably why 
all pollen allergies are call- 
ed ‘thay fever’ . 

The yellow goldenrod is 
blamed for much of the poller 
allergy simply because it is 
very colorful and noticeable. 
Actually the large pollen 
grains of goldenrod cause very 
little irritation. It is the 
less noticeable plants that 
blossom at the same time as 
goldenrod the cause the 
trouble. 

The common ragweed is pro- 
bably the main culprit but 
there are other weedy plants 
that cause hay fever. If you 
are suffering from a pollen 
allergy now, seek out the rag- 
weed and pull it. You'll find 
ragweed growing along the edge 
of roads, drives,walks and in 
waste places such as along 
ditches, fences and near build- 


ings. 

Some of the ragweed’ plants 
will be only 3-4 inches tall, 
yet they will be in flower--- 
prodocing pollen to irritate 
the nasal passages. Some rag- 
weed will reach a height of 
4-5 feet. These larger plants 
will produce greater quanti- 
ties of pollen.

COLLEGE EDUCATION CALLS 
FINANCIAL PLAN 


Today about a third of the 
boys and girls who graduate 
from high school go on to 
college. This is one of the 
most expensive types of ad- 
vanced education. One year at 
a university or college may 
cost from $1,200, at some 
public supported institutions, 
to $2,600 at some privately 
supported ones, 

How can such an education be 
financed? 

“‘Students can finance their 
own education through savings, 
earnings, scholarships or loans 
or a combination of these. 
Parents can finance it through 
various kinds of savings or 
loans,’’ says Barbara Higgins 

Extension family economics 

specialist, Univeristy of Mass. 

Monthly payment plans, now 
accepted by certain schools, 
allow parents to make payments 
in five,ten or twelve install- 
ments a year. Certain banks 
accept monthly payments and in 
turn make payments diyectly to 
@ school to cover educat{fonal 
expenses, says Miss Higgins. 
Being a type of loan; possible 
charges include interest, cost 
of life insurance,plus fees 
for services rendered. 

Students may obtain loans 
from their colleges or univer- 
sities at low interest rates 
on liberal terms. In Massachu- 
setts commercial bank loans 
are available through the 
Higher Education Loan Plan-- 
HELP--at lower than personal 
loan interest rates and for 
longer repayment periods. 
Federal loans are now avail- 
able to students; interest 
starts after the student 
leaves college. 

Scholarships usually only 

amount to enough to partly 
cover the cost of an education 
warns Miss Higgins. The demand 
for scholarships is for great- 
er than the supply and special 
requirements are often diffi- 
cult to meet. 
‘Savings, in the form of bank 
accounts, savings bonds or 
cooperative bank shares are 
among the better ways to 
finance a college education if 
you can plan far enough ahead. 
Whether you save or take a 
loan, shop around and get all 
the facts to be sure you are 
getting the most for your 
money,’’ says Miss Higgins.

AVCO RE-ENTRY VEHICLE 

CONTRACT FOR AIR FORCE 

MINUTEMAN ICBM SET AT 
$36, 655, 000 


The Air Force has awarded a 
prime contract, amounting to 
$36,655,000, to Avco Corpora- 
tions Research and Advanced 
Development Division of Wil- 
mington, Mass. This announce- 

ent was made today jointly 
by Major General Ben I. Funk, 
commander of Air Materiel 
Comand’s Ballistic Missiles 
Center, and James R. Kerr, 
president of the Avco divi- 
sion. 

The award, second of its 
kind made to Avco within a 
month, calls for a program of 
basic research through pro- 
totype development of the re- 
entry vehicle (nose cone) for 
the Air Force Minuteman, this 
country’s first solid-fueled 

intercontinental ballistic 
y missile. The contract defini- 
| tizes an earlier letter con- 


tract which authorized the 
firm to commence work on this 
highest priority national 
defense project. 

On August 5 the Air Force 
and Avco announced a contract 
in excess of $73,000,000 for 
design and development of an 
advanced nose cone system for 
the titian ICBM. The nose cone 
of a long-range missile is the 
“business end’ which alone 
travels the full programmed 


fully re-enters t 
atmosphere, and in wartime 
carries a thermonuclear war- 
head to its target. 

Avco’s task will particular- 
ly include ablation studies 
and the development of abla- 
tive materials which can ‘cook 
away’ without seriously affect- 
ing the structural design of 
this advanced nose cone. The 
Minuteman project also re- 
quires development of 
materials for rocket engine 
nozzles. 

The joint announcement 
pointed out a large area of 
common work applicable to both 
the Titan and Minuteman re- 
entry vehicles. The two ICBMS 
shave certain similarities in 
nose cone shape and materials, 
thus permitting preliminary 
studies, investigations and 
design to serve both projects 
advantageously. 

Minuteman is a three-stage, 
land-based weapon system. Its 
solid-propellant rocket en- 
gines will achieve minimum 
speed of 15,000 nautical miles 
per hour and minimum range of 
5,500 nautical miles. Specific
